3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on October 12, 2005 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

4. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on April 20, 2006 is in compliance 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 

Drawings 

5. The drawings were received on October 12, 2005. These drawings are acceptable for 
examination purposes and have been forwarded to the draftsperson for review. 

Specification 

6. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is divided into two paragraphs. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

7. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 
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A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure.

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer program 
listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables 
having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact 
discs.) or 

REFERENCE TO A "MICROFICHE APPENDIX" (See MPEP § 608.05(a). 
"Microfiche Appendices" were accepted by the Office until March 1, 2001.)

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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11. Claims 1-4, 12, 14, 19, 22-29, 35-37, 41, 42, 44, 49, and 55-^are rejected under 



U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out an 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The independent claims recite "a water content within said organic solvent solution is 
either set or maintained within a predetermined range." This limitation is indefinite because, 
while the specification provides examples of suitable water content, it provides no way of 
determining the acceptable boundaries of water content within the context of the invention. 

The dependent claims are similarly rejected by virtue of their incorporation of this subject 

matter.
